N important thing to re- 
member about opposing 
part scores is; don't overdo 
defending against them. We ad- 
mit it’s annoying to let the op- 
ponents, with 40 below the line, 
walk away with game and rub- 
ber by bidding and making a 
measly two spades. But you 
shouldn’t have too much less 
than the values needed to com- 
pete if they didn't have a part 
score, to step in when they do. 
As a matter of fact a sacrifice 
bid against an opposing game 
with 


the opponents on score 
does not pay off as well as 
with no part score. If you go 


down 300 or 500 defending the 
rubber with no part score you'll 
be in as good a position for a 
game on the next hand as the 
enemy. But it’s not worth pav- 
ing the same price to save the 
rubber, if the mental and actual 
hazard of the opposing 40 or 60 
is still going to be there to 
plague you on the next deal. 

Similarly, if the opponents 
have a part score you should 
take some additional risks in an 
effort to eradicate it. With a 
no part score situation, on a 
particular hand you may decide 
to stop below game even though 
you fee] there should be some 
play for it, but not good enough. 
But if your opponents have a 


part-score you should more 
readily contract for a _ close 
game as, if you get away with 


it, you will not only have your 
game but will have eradicated 
their part-score at the same 
time. But, just like everything 
else bridge authorities tell you 
about, don't overdo this.

IF YOU MUST DEFEND 
against part-scores—and surely 
you should to some extent— 
avoid certain pitfalls. 

If you successfully push the 
opponents with 60 up to four- 
odd, don’t double them without 
reason just because you suc- 
ceeded in getting them up that 
high. 

Give your partner the leeway 
of not having the full values 
for all of his bids—after all he 
was pushing, too. And try not 
to push on the same hands on 
which your partner is obviously 


pushing or the sets will be too 
big 
And—unless you have some 


moral sense that revolts against 
this—don't sacrifice as valiant- 
ly against a part score with the 
worst of the partnerships. If 
you lose the rubber you are at 
least temporarily rid of that 
backward fellow across the ta- 
ble and may cut the shark of 
the game for the next rubber.
